‘The schooner Fisgig arrived on Thursday af- 
ternoon from Puerto Cabello, end hes brought 
positive informetion of the condemnation uf the 
schooner Toevallig. This, as our Readers will 
recolleet, is just what we anticipateda fortnight 
ago would be the result. ‘The trial of the schoo- 
ner Admirsl van der Capellen wae progressing ; 
and as that vessel wes teken uader simitar cir- 
comstances with the Toevallig, vis. on ber pas- 
sage from Arabe to thisisland, there can be no 
featon to doubt but that she wijl: shere the 
s&me fate: Indeed our surprice at this condact 
of the Speniards, will now cease, if the report 
be true, that the very man themselves, who sit 
in jedgmeet in the ao eslled Adeajrelty Court 
of baar Cabello, ore more or tess concerned 
io the prirateers fitted out fcom tbet port. 


Can it be expected then, onder sseh cirvam- 
stances, that vessels sent in for edjudication 
shoald escaps confiscation. The condemastion 
of the Toevallig goes far to establish the truth 
of the above report. 

The Spanish privateer Famoso Indiano was 
off this harbour & few days «go, end has since 
gone to leeward, for the purpose, no doubt of 
committing moce depredations. 

For these three days past the Spanish priva- 
teer Centella has been lying off and on, and hes 
come freqoentiy so close to the mouth of the 
harbour, that we anderstand the fishermen who 
bopply our market with the produce ef their in- 
dastry, have been intimidatrd from going out, 
fearing that they might rao the risk of sbaring 
eamiler flagelation to that bestowed on the 
poor old eaptein and crew of the äroggîng sloop 
Groot Quartier, by the eommander and crew of 
tbe Centella, as mentiosed in our lest, 

The crewe of the schooners Toevallig, and 
Admiral van der Capellen, and captaìn, Molero 
of the Independent schooner Balesteros, letely 
captured by the Centella, have arrived in the 
French schooner Louisa, from Paerto Cavello. 

The brig Eendragt, ceptain Fisser, 95 days 
from Amsterdem, ercived yesterday. 

We are glad to learn that there is still great 
hopes of Hie Majesty's brig Mercury: being 
got off, Indeed if st bed not been for Lhe mis. 
foctune which befel hat vessel, at a time when 
there was n3 other men of war on the station, 
we should not have had to record 10 many in- 
stances of Spanish insait and aggression showa 
to the Beg and commerce of this colony, 

Since Thursday last flour has risen from 9 
to 14 dollars per barrel, in consequence of its 
having become pablicty known, that maay of 
the Spanish eessels in the harbour were getting 
ready to sail for Paerto Cabello with (hat arti- 
cle end other provisions on board, for the 
support of the Spanish troops there. Beef or 
Pork, we are told, is -not to be hed at present at 
any price;,end to add to the genera! scarcity, 
the betcher meat exhibited in’ the market is 
scarcely fit for haman consumption. Pouitry 
are also very vearce and deer; und the oo!y 
fresh articles of subsistence to be had, depends 
upon the precarious supplies of fish, Every 
article of the provision kind Bae risen to a 
most extravagant price, indeed so mach so, that 
we fear the poorer class of the inbabitamts must 
feel severely the effects of it. ‘Piu ie to be 
ascribed not only to tbe long continued d;ough 
so anhappily experienced here, which has neer:

1.— That the provinces of Venezuela and New. 
Grenade.onìted in one only republic, bsve all the 
ways and meens of elevating themselves to the

— 2. Thet they being constituted into separate, 
srepublics, let their ties be se close as possible, fer

people of this country eppears to have become, 


by a sort of & sinister association, an object of 


Jealousy or hatred to their rulers. The qaeen:

idolized by the people. To this mixed feeling: 
may ondonbtediy be ascribed the obstinecy of 
ministers in setting themselves against the al- 
most unanimogs wish of the citizens of London. 
Why, otherwise, were not the semaias of the 
second personage of the royal family to be con- 
veyed by that raute on which the preposed 
merks of respect awnited it—s route, alse, 
which was on the direct one towards the point 
of embarkationP Did ministers know this 
Coentry so little as to suspect that any thing but 
decent and.solemn reverence would have mark 
ed the condûct of Englisbmnen on soch en occs- 
sien ? or was it imagined that violence would: 
have been offered to the royal ashes? No, it 
wesen aowillingness any expression ef papn 

ler feeling, which did not emenste from th 

court itself: and it was io this instence imbit- 
tered.by the copsciousness that every testimony 
of affection to the queen was « sentence of re- 
prosch upon her persecutors. It wae the like 
base Eenlag which led tbe same parties to decryj 
before hand ss dangerous, and when the danger:

Heres contest atrose, and here, we deeply grieve 
to say, blood was shed. Some stones and mud 
were thrown at the military, and a magistrate, 
we believe, being present, the- soldiers were 
snnetiored in firing their pistols and cerubines 
et the dhermed crowd. Screams of terror were 


‘heerd in every direction, end numbers were 


seen flying soross the park in diemey. The 
oumber of shots fired, to the best of nar obserrs- 
tion, was not less chen forty or filiy. Of the 
destruction to human life that ensued from this 


maurderoue scène, we ere without eny authentic 
‘detelis. 


Some secounts state the number of 
the killed st four, and of the woortded et ten or 
twelve. To jodge from bur impression at the 
time, we vhould bave expected eonseqouncés still 
more fstal. One person was woendel in the 
shoulder withins few yards of us. Hyde park 
would ‘have been the scene of a tragedy as dread- 
fal as that acted st Manchester, bad not the 
lasge space towards Bayswater afforded smple 
opportuaities for escape fiom the the murder- 
oas weapons of the soldiary. The guards were 
gellopiog sbout in all directions. One of the 
sufferers, whose peme we have just learnt, is 
Richard Honey, a carpenter, residing et N°: 3, 
Row-street, Soho. He was shat at the corner 
of Great Cumberland-street, end (he body was 
carried to tbe General Townsend, ia Oxford 
street. Oihers were carried to St, George’s 
hospital. So completely did the soldiery appear 
at this period to have last the good temper and 


forbearence they previously évinced, that they
